Your request was reviewed by CPD. Please note that CPD wrote you via email September 18, 2019 
advising the following of which CPD did not receive a response: 

"Your request was reviewed by the undersigned. “[A] request to inspect or copy 
must reasonably identify a public record and not general data, information, or 
statistics" Kenyon v. Carrels, 184 III.App.3d 28, 32, 132 Ill.Dec. 595, 540 N.E.2d 
11, 13 (1989) (quoting Krohn v. Department of Justice, 628 F.2d 195, 198 
(D.C.Cir.l980]]. To that extent, a request of “Search warrant data for all 
warrants in which any sort of failure to pay occurred" is not a valid description 
for the Chicago Police Department to fulfill your request and therefore there 
are no responsive records to your request Please submit a new request with the 
respective records type and definition of "failure to pay" so that we can 
properly fulfill it" 

It is determined that your request is seeking a highly particularized and specifically tailored record - one 
that the Chicago Police Department simply does not compile, track, or maintain in the ordinary course of 
business. Please be advised that FOIA requires the City to provide existing documents, according to 
section 5 ILCS 140/3(a) (Each public body shall make available all public records, except as otherwise 
provided in section 7 of this act). FOIA does not require the public body to create new records, conduct 
research, analyze data, interpret, answer questions or advise requesters as to the meaning or significance 
of public records. The Court, in Kenyon v. Carrels, 184 ILL. App. 3rd 28, 32(4thDist. 1989), noted that 
FOIA does not compel the agency to provide answers to questions posed by the inquirer. 

FOIA does not require the public body to provide answers to questions or create documents. In Kenyon v. 
Carrels, 184 111. App. 3d 28, 32 (4* Dist. 1989), the Illinois Appellate Court noted that FOIA "....is not 
designed to compel the compilation of data the governmental body does not ordinarily keep."
